[Presidential Year Bogie. 


There are undoubted signs that times are improving. Everj 


day there are dispatches that railroad-companies and other extensive 
employers have reinstated men discharged last fall, or at some other 
rime -when it appeared that things were.slumping. The latest news 
of this kind is that the Mobile & Ohio Railroad has re-established 
ihe wage schedule of a year ago and put at work all its employes 
•ivno were laid oil when times got so bad last summer. 


The Southein Pacific is putting on full crews at many points 


•where considerable reduction in forces'had been made. The country 
:s evidently feeling a new impetus. 


What is the cause of this improvement? Perhaps the panic was 


not as bad as everybody thought, to begin with. Undoubtedly the 
crops are great, and they bid fair to bring above average prices; but 
:t is very likely the unjustifiable scare of a "Presidential year' has 
")een quieted, and that long before election day. 


This quadreinial unquiet is due to a feeling that the impossible 


•nay happen and men be circled who would put policies in force 
•hat would unsettle things. Owing to extra caution on this account 
,t is believed ma ly people hold off from doing the things they other 
wise would do. They conclude to wait till after election and see. 
Then it is winter and they wait till spring. This hesitation in the 
aggregate has a material effect on the prosperity of the country. 1. 
checks the natuial flow of business. 


That times ire so appreciably better just at this juncture, with 


one national convention just over and another in session, may very 
reasonably be clue to a general conviction that there is no use in 
holding back th s time on account of a Presidential election. The 
signs arc definite enough to convince the most doubtful as to the 
outcome. 


It is reason,ible to say the people have made up their minds as 


to what is going to happen in November. They know that the 
policies that have prevailed and under which all activities are pro- 
ceeding are going to be continued in force. They see now as plain 
as they will see four months later who is going to be elected. They 
may have waited a little before making up their minds 'definitely, 
but the foreshad wing- at Denver already satisfies the most skeptical, 
and there is no need to longer remain in doubt, The signs are so 
reassuring that industrial, commercial and development enterprise? 
'arc taking on their old swing, and the "Presidential year" bogie is 
not effective as a promoter of dull times. 


Theodore Bell's Hard Luck. 


ilr. Theodc re T!ctl, carrying the nozzle of the Lincoln-Ropsc- 


velt League, so-<-al!ed, is having very unusual experiences back there 
along the Plmtc. The first thing that went awry was the self-asser- 
tion of the delegates to the Democratic convention. Mr. Bell had 
assumed that tluy -went on merely to sit in chairs at the convention 


i and assist in tin- hu/zas, while he attended to the voting, the selec- 
tion of committccmcn and the distribution of honors. Hut while the 
train was somewhere in the sagebrush the delegates got to thinking 
it over and concluded they might be able to manage their own voles 
and hi.^za, too. So they took action to that end, to the scarcely 
translatable indignation of Mr. Bell, who forthwith left the train and 
started for Dem cr to confer with Mr. Bryan.
